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This Office action is in response to Applicants' remarks received September 9, 2010. 

Applicants' remarks regarding the telephonic interview of September 9, 2010, is 
acknowledged. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 2, 4-8, 10-15, 
17, 24 are drawn to a process for the production of a composition containing at least one 
coagulation factor, said process consisting of the steps recited in claims 2(i) to 2(iii). The art of 
record do not suggest the instant NaCl or KCl concentration of 100-200 mM and/or the adjusted 
pH value of 4.7-5.3. A search of the prior art reveals that the instant claims are novel. Further, 
the prior art does not suggest the invention as claimed and therefore said invention is non- 
obvious. 

Claims 2, 4-8, 10-15, 17, 24 are allowed.
